"Washington, May 23—The last 48 hours 


have been exciting ones in the capital. 
Saturday night the report that the great 
naval battle had been fought startled the 
officials, and the fact that it was located 
where Sampson's fleet was expected to 
be at that time, made it seem probable. 


Sunday the navy department was bom- 


barded with eager questions, and finally 
an official announcement was posted that 
the fight had not taken place. This caused 
a quieter atmosphere to settle over the 
city, but today rumors have again started 
which need confirmation or denial. 


The most important of these was that 


Italy had protected against the blockade 
of Cuba, siding with Spain in claiming 
that it was ineffective. 
The raport came 


from Rome by way of Paris, 


The state department had the repor* 


this moraine and emphatically denies the 
report that Italy had taken this action. 


The next turn of public attention was to 


the invasion of Cuba. This is now defin- 
itely announced as scheduled for this 
week, and officials confirm this statement 
without absolutely authorizing it. 


The mustering figures at army head- 


quarters this morning were 106,000 volun- 
teers. 
"The navy department has now settled 
down to quietly wait for definite resnlts 
in the naval program in West Indian 
waters. 
Eyery 
inquiry 
is directed 


towards the location ot the respective 
squadrons and the chances of early 
conflict, but the sum total of official ad- 
vices throws little or no light on the time 
when the bdttle may occur. It is thought 
that Cervera will not delay it, since his 
supply of coal must be very limited. 


The house today passed the senate bill 


providing for the payment of volunteers 
from the time of their enrollment and 
troops for Manila one month in advance. 
Senator Chandler today introduced a bill 
authorizing the president at his discretion 
to retire any officer of army or navy 
higher than lieutenant colonel or com- 
mander and fill vacancy by promotion 
through selection not according to sen- 
iority. 


(By Associated Press.) 


"Washington, May 23.—No possible con- 


tingency can now arise, according to thef 
war department officials, to prevent an 
invasion of Cuba during the present 
week. Those in direct control of affairs 
insist that climatic conditions will have 
to be ignored, and they can see no other 
reascB Vr further delay. 


The army surgeons who hav • been 


consulted about the movement of the 
troops into Cuba are convinced that it 
would be better to send our men im- 
mediately into the island rather than 
that the Spanish should be allowed to 
continue their work of devastation and 
cruelty. The doctors say that the un- 
healthy climatic conditions of Cuba 
have been greatly exaggerated, and that 
the soldisr^ will fare no worse than if 
they remained at Chickamauga or Camp 
Alger all summer. The regulars may be 
depended upon to live up to the strict 
sanitary rules which are laid down by 
the doctors. The volunteers have not 
yet been disciplined to this necessary ex- 
tent. Many of the volunteers are young- 
men who have given no thought to the I 
necessities nf hygiene and who know ' 
little or nothing about diet. The doc- 
tors feel consequently that they have an 
Important task to perform in the present 
war. 


Owing to the change in the plans re- 


garding the number of troops that were 
to constitute the invading army, the ad- 
ministration was obliged to put off the 
combined attack on Havana until the 
Volunteer army could be thoroughly or- 
ganized, equipped and provided with 
•a-iniuuiiUion. inebe preparations have 
now nearly reached the point of com- 
pletion, and it is confidently expected 
that some important army movements 
wjll be made before the end of the week. 


It is believed in the navy department 


tnat Admiral Cervera's fleet will be 
either completely destroyed or driven 
away from Cuban waters within the 
week. Secretary Alger, going upon 
this theory, is making every preparation 
to have about 70,000 men ready to leave 
Key West for Cuba on short notice. 


If the American fleet doos not meet 


the fleet of Admiral Cervera within the 
next seven days, It Is now said that the 
administration will not any longer delay 
the army of invasion. The greatest 
•ecrecy Is to be maintained In the war 
department when It Ig decided to maks 
the move against Cuba. The govern- 
merit wishes to fesl assured that the first 
intimation that Spain will have of troops 
leaving Key West will be when General 
Blanco we* the Americans on Cuban 
Foil. "

"Spain," said Capdepon, "went peril- 
ously near sacrificing her honor In the 
interest of peace, only making a stand 
when further concessions would have 
involved her disgrace and effacement 
as a nation. This she will never do, ana 
in this resolve the new cabinet is as 
thoroughly determined as the old. 


"The new cabinet entertains no il- 


lusions. It is aware that weakness and 
poverty are opposed to strength and 
wealth, but Spain is in the position of 
a duellist bound to defend her honor 
against the gross insults of a more 
powerful antagonist who, although he 
is convinced that the result is almost 
certain death, yet feels the force of the 
principle of the nobless oblige, 
Spain 


prefers a poesrble defeat to certain dis- 
grace. 
Ministers know that the moral 


sympathies of tfce powers are with Spain 
and that, while hesitating to undertake 
the responsibility for action which might 
lead to a greater war, they may event- 
ually inten ene frpm motives of self- 
interest and public policy on behalf of 
Bpain." 


Captain Deschamps of the Spanish 


auxiliary cruiser Montserrat, which ar- 
rived unexpectedly at Corunna Friday 
evening from Cienfuegos, having es- 
caped the American blockading ships, 
reached Madrid Sunday afternoon. In 
spite of the existing state of siege im- 
mense crowds awaited his coming in the 
approaches to the railway station. The 
station, the palace and other prominent 
places were cordoned by police. The 
populace welcomed the captain with the 
wildest enthusiasm, and the police sur- 
rtnindlng the carriage in which he roda 
were scarcely able to restrain the surg- 
ing crowd from unharnessing the horses.

From 'Frisco to Manila. 


San Francisco, May 23.—All the soldiers 


are impatient to start for Manila. Drill- 
ing at both camps is almost incessant, 
and a more willing lot of soldiers was 
never seen. The City of Peking may get 
away by tonight in the wake of the 
Charleston, but she will probably not 
start before Tuesday. The coast de- 
fense vesseY Monterey is lying in the 
stream and will be ready to start as soon 
a« she receives her supply of coal. 
Carrying an adequate amount of coal, 
the Monterey can reach Honolulu, and 
Irom that point to Manila she will be ac- 
companied by a collier, or else taken In 
tov, by one of the transports. 


The City of Sydney and Australia may 


possibly be ready to sail Tuesday, and 
there Is some talk of having them go 
with the Pelting, but it Is probable that 
the original plan will be adhered to and 
that each of these vessels will sail aa 
soon as ready without waiting for any 
others. 


The Charleston is well on her way to 


Manila. None of the forts In the har- 
bor saluted the vessel, but the demon- 
stration made by the 6000 soldiers gath- 
ered at the Presidio was tremendous. 
When the vessel was sighted coming 
down the bay the soldiers gathered on 
Ll-.ii ot-a\-U tu blu hci uuu voyage. Th^y 
lined the beach for a mile, and cheer 
upon cheer rang out from the men who 
are to soon follow the Charleston to the 
scene ot Admiral Dewey's triumph. The 
Charleston's big siren answered the boya 
on the beach time and again, and the 
whistling was heard from one end of the 
city to the other.

Speculation In itey West. 


Key West, May 23.—A few naval uni- 


forms on the street are the only signs 
of the proximity of this languid town to 
the theater of war. There are only cms 
or two ships in the harbor, and they are 
coaling with all haste to get away to 
join their fellows in an action which all 
are convinced is only a matter of days, 
perhaps hours. 


Speculation is still concentrated on 


the whereabouts of Admiral Cervera's 
squadron, the general opinion favoring 
some point on the southern Cuban coast. 
As both sides of the island are now pa- 
trolled by United States warships, the 
naval authorities will not admit the pos- 
sibility of Cervera's escape without the 
most desperate conflict in the history of 
naval warfare. Reports from Admiral 
Sampson's squadron say that all is quiet 
off tlip northern, coast of Cuba. Noth- 
ing from Commodore Schley is expected 
before Tuesday. 


Risked a Disadvantage. 


London, May 23.—The Times, in an. 


article reviewing the war, takes it for 
granted that Admiral Cervera's squad- 
ron coaled in Venezuelan waters from 
four British colliers. 
It suggests that 


the Vizcaya and Infanta Maria Teresa 
risked a disadvantage in being reported 
there in consideration of their ability 
to send dispatches to Genera! Blanco, 
and then to have* rejoined the flagship 
at a pre-arranged rendezvous and to 
have arrived at Santiago on the 19th. 


The Times says: "Even if it took a 


longer route to escape observation, Ad- 
miral Cervera's force has been excessive- 
ly deliberate in its movements, and his 
fast cruisers have not yet shown great 
speed. 
His strategy, so much boasted 


at Madrid, is not yet apparent. 
Possibly 


his movements are hampered by the tor- 
pedo boats; but the extreme slowness 
of his ocean steaming destroyed 
his 


chance of dealing an effective blow at 
Key West, at Tampa, or against the 
blockading force denuded of its most 
efficient vessels by Admiral Sampson's 
abortive raid on San Juan de Porto 
Rico." 


To Attack Coast Clttci. 


Ft. John's. N. F., May £3.—Captain 


Strong of the bngantine Energy, which 
has arrived with a cargo of salt from 
Cadiz, repo-ts that when he loft Cadiz 
a fortnight ago the greatest activity pre- 
vailed in the naval arsenal there. Ths 
two Hamburg-American liners, Colum- 
bia and Norrnannia, purchased to be 
used as auxiliary cruisers and now 
named the Rapido and Patria, were be-

H«4»I of HoHor Wbloh Those Who 


fought at Manilla Mar Wear. 


Tbe medals of honor which congrww v«t- 


ed tbo other day to give to the officers and 
men who fought under Dewey at Manilla 
are not especially artistic 
The medal it- 


self is not a thing of beauty, but it moans 
a lot to the man who has the right to wear 
It.The medal is a five pointed star, each 
point ending in a trefoil. On the s£ar is a 
circle of 84 stars (there were only 34 states 
When, in 1863, tha medal was designed) 
within which is a representation of Amer- 
ica "habited as Miaerva," her left hand 
on the fasces, her right hand holding a 
shield and repelling discord 
A trophy of 


two cannons, one sword, several cannon 
balls and an eagle fastens the star to a riD- 
bon resembling the flag, which joina it to 
the clasp 
This medal of honor corresponds to the 


English Victoria cross and the Iron Cross

of Germany and Prussia, but it ia a fact 
that either of the latter is better known 
to Americans than the emblem with which 
our own country recognizes valor. Per- 
haps one reason for this is that we are not 
in the habit of paying much attention to 
medals and decorations in this country. 
Another may be that we havo sometimes 
questlonedatho manner in which these 
medals havt) been awarded in tunes past. 
Occasionally there has been a suspicion of 
the presence of a political pull in these 
awards.

How tbe Bright Boy Whom Squire Bo*th- 


wlett Helped Into the Navy Developed 
Into • Man In Whom the Nation PnU 
Ito Trait. 
Acting Bear Admiral Sampson, the 


man on whom the eyes of the nation have 
been centered for tho last two weeks, is a 
man of the people, - Neither wealth nor 
birth has helped him win his oak leaf 
and anchor shoulder straps. Brains alono 
were his heritage. His father was a farm- 
hand, a day laborer, who earned s living 
in a rural community by doing a day's 
work here and another there, splitting 
wood for one man, plowing for another 
and helping out In haying time for a third. 
Such are the possibilities of the republic. 


Although a graduate of the academy afc 


Annapolis William T. Sampson practically 
'•came into tho na,vy through tho hawse- 
pipe, '' ns tho sftilors havn it. Sons of farm- 
hands are not commonly appointed naval 
cadets, even in this democratic country. 
As his father was a farmhand, so young- 
Sampson was a, chore boy. He "worked 
out" too. He split wood, raked hay and 
dug potatoes at so much per day, and it 
wasn't so very much either. 


But William Sampson was no ordinary 


chore boy. He liked books, and ho studied 
bard, not because he had to, but because 
he wanted to. Even in a little country 
village a boy who shows merit is bound to 
be appreciated. Young Sampson was. The 
local dignitary, "Squire" South wick of 
Palmyra, N. Y., where Sampson was 
born, took an interest in him, and when 
the "squire's" friend, E. B. Morgan, was 
elected to congress Southwick used his in. 
fluence to have "that Billy Sampson" ap- 
pointed to the Naval academy. He must 
have felt somewhat iU at ease among BO 
many young aristocrats, but if he did ho 
let no one know it. 


It was in 1857 that he wenfc to Annap- 


olis, so when he graduated at the head of 
his class four years later he found the 
times ripe for his services. Without re- 
viewing his naval career it is of interest 
right here to mention an incident which 
happened to him early in the civil war. 


He was a lieutenant and executive offi- 


cer on the gunboat Patapsco, which was 
H»rt of the blockading squadron off 
Charleston. One day tbe war department 
decided that Charleston must be taken. 
Tho Confederates had sowed the ha»bor 
thick with mines and torpedoes, so Lieu- 
tenant Sampson was ordered to take the 
Patapsco in and clear them out. It meant 
almost certain destruction, but some one 
had to do it. In under the belching guns 
of the forts steamed the gunboat. 


It was a spectacular progress. Every 


fort yelled a murderous welcome. Stead- 
ily the llible ship moved on her business.

A keen, shrewd man is Sampson, a man 


who knows every branch of naval theory 
and practice as few know it. He is never 
impulsive, never hurried, never at a loss. 
He is almost a recluse. You hear no anec- 
dotes about Sampson, no funny stories or 
witty replies of his. In all this country 
there is only one place where they speak 
of him as "Billy" Sampson, and that 
place is " up in Wayne county,'' the section 
of New York state In which he was born. 
He is a man of one idea, and that idea is 
the navy of the United States. His whole 
life is his profession. 


Admiral Sampson ia a rigid disciplinari- 


an and has keen eyes. He rarely forgets 
a face, though he has not so good a mom- 
ory for names,, and he is quick in the read- 
ing of character. 


Sampson has a fine, firm face, the lower 


part masked by a close cropped beard lib- 
erally sprinkled with the gray tint of 
crusted sea salt. 


He is of medium height, neJther very 


stout nor very thin. More than most offi- 
cers who have spent much time ashore 
Sampson has the genuine sailor's roll in 
his wnlk. If you were 1,000 miles inland 


I and were to see him moving along with 
| his short, quick steps, feet firmly planted 
1 wide apart and shoulders swaying, you 


would think at once of the misty furrows 
of the sea and the spindrift from its wave 
tops and the pipe of the cheerful wind. 
You couldn't help it. 


And if you saw the keen, bronzed face 


you'd think of cutlassm, hoarse shouts of 
command and the locked yardarms chafing 
<wh rttrtor Irt fVio r>tv»n 


But at nearer view one might hesitate, 


then change his mind. He would set down 
the man as a scholar, a thinker, and in 
none of his conjectures would he be wrong. 


These are some of tho personal charac- 


teristics of the man who from a chore boy 
became an admiral, and at> such was in- 
truMed with a task on whose anccesafuli 
accomplishment the heart of the nation 
WMset.

THE BUSINESS SITUATION, 


Although the business situation is not 


the most encouraging that could be asked 
for in North Adams, the prospect is not 
entirely dark. While itia true that tbe 
failure of the juinwood mills and its conse- 
quent shutting down is a serious matter 
to a number of people, yet it is a very 
small incident in the total business life of 
the city. Very serious in its consequences, 
however, -would be a more general cur- 
tailment ot forces or a shutting down of 
the cotton and •woolen mills generally. 
A° long as tbe mills can get orders which 
w ill enable them to keep running withoat 
positive loss this latter event will oot 
come to pass. 'The causer of this local 
trouble is general stagnation of manu- 
facture coupled with extremely low 
prices, And there is this general slump 
in manufacturing despite most active 
business times. This paradox is hard to 
explain. 


Dun's Review for the past week aay8 


that people, growing accustomed to war 
possibilities, which are far from proba- 
bilities of evil, and finding the nation 
moving steadily along in its industries 
are grasping the idea that it is throwing 
away some months of active and profit- 
able life to wait until war clouds have 
passed. 
Western prosperity has ao 


greatly overbalanced timidity of eastern 
capital that actual business done in- 
creases. Railroad earnings are larger for 
May than for April even; business done 
through the clearing bouses is a third 
larger than last year. 


The key of the situation is the prosper- 


ity of the West, which an altogether un- 
precedented marketing of bread stuffs has 
caused, with the prospect of good crops 
to come. These prospects and immense 
actual receipts 
of wheat with 
ad- 


vances also in other grain and cattle, have 
produced a demand for rails, cars, car 
materials, fencing, agricultural imple- 
ments, boots and shoes, and all textile 
goods, which was not anticipated from 
eastern indications. 


It is most natural that official returns 


showing another month's exports ex- 
ceeding imports by f 13,502,802 ($496,983,- 
888 during tho past nine months), give 
confidence to money lenders. It is real- 
ized that the country is piling np for its- 
self enormous credits in foreign oiarkets, 
The imports of gold in April amounted to 
Pl.682,375. 


The textile works are doing rather 


better, even the cotton mills in spite of 
their over-production, for some of large 
importance have recently started again, 
and print cloths «ro a little higher. 
Numerous woolen nr.lls have been pushed 
to new activity by government orders, 
and prices for a few grades of goods are 
better, with, a stronger tone in 
the 


market generally, although some mills of 
importance have stopped, as the orders 
for the season have run oat. Failures for 
tbe past week were a sixth less in amount 
involved than in either 1397 or 1806, 


Under all the circumstances tbe dark 


prophecies now being made by the less 
sanguine ones regarding North Adams 
business prospect? should prove incorrect 
and an early revival be seen. 


WK ARE PATniOTIC.

that North Adams was a little cold and 
undemonstrative in its patriotism during- 
tho present war with Spain have now 
vanished.

NEW YORK, May S3.—[Special. ]—Hare 


Is a brao« of stories about Theodore Boose- 
volt, more popular than ever among New 
Yorkers who admire nerve and personal 
daring, sinco he has gone to the southwest 
to help drill his regiment of rough rider*. 


The first of these stories was told today 


by a business man who lives in a suburban 
town and devotes a good deal of energy to 
improving the neighborhood b/fostering 
a series of lectures on current topics by 
well known personages. He wished to 
include Koosovelt among the lecturers 
and wrote him several times to that effect 
without securing a satisfactory answer. 
Ikon he decided upon a new form of at- 
tack and secured a letter of Introduction 
to Mr. Roosevelt from a well known edi- 
tor 
Armed with this, the suburbanite 


made his way to police headquarters, where 
Koosevelt was then holding forth every 
day as president of the board of commis- 
sioners. 


"Bat, Mr. Roosevelt"— 


"I had to wait a long time, perhaps on 


hour," said the suburbanite, "and it was 
one of my busy days too, but I possessed 
my soul with as much patience as I could, 
feeling sure that bearing the letter I had 
obtained success would at last attend -my 
efforts. 


"When Boosevelt arrived, he burst Into 


the offldfc like ft whirlwind, cyoloned 
through the outer room with such force and 
speed as to seem more like a misty brown 
streak than anything else and disappeared 
behind the door of his own particular 
sanctum like a dissolving stereoptlcon 
view. It wasn't long before I was sum- 
moned into the presence. Boosevelt had 
my letter of introduction in his hand as I 
entered and rose most courteously, greet- 
ing me with effusion, a display of white 
teeth and a bone breaking handshake. I 
perceived from the first words he uttered 
that he had failed to comprehend the let- 
ter in his haste and mistook me for its 
writer, whom I will call Mr. Qetthere. 
" 'My dear Mr. Qetthere,' Eoosevelt be- 


gan, for all the World as if he were himself 
inditing a letter, 'I should be delighted 
beyond measure if I could accept your 
courteous invitation to speak before the 
Aspiration club in your town, but the fact 
is, I'm BO absolutely occupied with other 
matters'— 
" 'But, Mr. Boosevelt,' I interposed, 'I 


am not'— 
" 'I understand the situation perfectly, 


my dear Mr. Getthere,' Boosevelt re- 
sumed. ' I understand that you do cot wish 
to inconvenience me in the least and that 
you comprehend matters fully'— 
''' But, Mr. Roosevelt,' I broke in again, 


•I'—" 'No apologies, no apologies,' he went 
on, 'not in the least. I Was thinking of 
you only this morning and especially^)* 
that excellent story you told at the Union 
League club dinner last winter when we 
sat next each other. Some time VM must 
find time to become better acqiminted. 
Just now'— 
" 'But, Mr. Boosevelt'— 
" 'That's all right, that's all right, I 


understand, I understand. And now I am 
sure you will elcuse me,/wou't you? So, 
good morning, good morning—some time 
when I'm not so busy I'll be glad'— 


"By this time I was passing out of the 


door and submitting much against my 
wishes to a farewell handshake more vigor- 
ous than the welcoming one. Do the best 
I could, it was utterly impossible to make 
the man understand that I was not Get- 
there. The latter had a good laugh when 
I told him about it, but I must confess I 
didn't begin to see the fun until my hand 
had recovered from the'effects of Boose- 
velt's too cordial grapple. 


An Interviewer'* Experience. 


"My experience was different," said a 


reporter who chanced to be present, "but 
it was characteristic too. About a fort- 
night after Boosevelt was made police com- 
missioner I was detailed to go and inter- 
view him. The city editor had his orders 
from the old man to send a good reporter, 
and the two of them had made out a fine 
list of questions that were to be plumped 
at the commissioner's bead. 


"Boosevelt received me with gleaming 


affability, declared himself ready to give 
as much time as he could afford to the 
consideration of my questions and bade me 
'fire ahead.' I asked the first question and 
was much pleased by the close attention 
he paid to it. Surely, thought I, this in- 
terview is bound to be a success. 
" 'Bepeat that, please,' said Boosevelt, 


taking up a pencil. I did BO. 'That's a 
mighty g^od question, my friend, well 
thought out, capital, but it would take 
hours of preparation to answer it, and 
we'll pass on to tha next one. However,' 
he added naively, 'I'm glad you asked it, 
exceedingly so. It will nioKe atr excel- 
lent subject for an article in The Gilt Edge 
Magazine. Much obliged to yon for sug- 
gesting so available a topic.' 
"This came near flooring me for a mo- 


ment, but I rallied afi well aa I could and 
put the next question. Would you believe 
it? It fared eipctly like the first, and of 
my entire list of eight Boosevelt appropri- 
ated Hvo for magazine topics, but his an- 
swers to the other three were so full and 
comprehensive that the story pleased the 
old man, and so I "had no kick coming. 
When the situation WOE explained to him, 
he laughed consumedly.

York Journal, aged 4 years, is the 
strongest and most athletic baby in 
Greater New York.

The youngster 
came honestly by bis muscles, as he is 
the son of Charles M. Murphy, the dean 
of American cycle racing, tbe man who 
has 120 gold medals for speed and en- 
durance, tho man who has ridden 100,- 
COO miles on a bicycle. "The boy 
weighed 11 pounds at birth aud began 
to grow with wonderful rapidity," said 
Murphy pore as be turned the young- 
ster a flipflap over tbe back of his hand, 
"and as I was then in the midst of my 
racing season I decided to bring him up 
in the gymnasium. Just as soon as he 
was weaned I began to play gently with 
bia bones and bis muscles, bending him 
in all sorts of attitudes, but never to 
tbe extent that he showed the slightest

discomfort. When he waa able to stand 
on his feet, I had him as limber as a 
contortionist, and by tbe time he was a 
year and a half old he could do a grace- 
ful esercise with a pair of clothespins, 
which were substituted for dumbbells. 


"I found that his muscles began to 


show decided growth and his general 
temperament improved with his ath- 
letic training. By tbe time he had be- 
gun to comprehend tbe regularity of his 
work I observed a stnrdiness about his 
carriage that pleased mo mightily. He 
never cried, nor_was he peevish like 
most children. Wnen lie went to sleept 
it was perfect rest for him and not nerv- 
ous tossing, common to most children 
at that age. At 3 I had him schooled 
so that he could lift his entire upper 
body through the force of the stomach 
muscles while he reclined on his back 
and I held his feet. He could also do 
tbe dip and chin aud other athletic 
feats of the Sargent system in vogue at 
Harvard. It was then that I put him on 
hie bicycle. It was made to order for 
the boy aud weighs 11 pounds. In three 
lessons he was able to mount without 
assistance, and I will match him against 
any boy of his years in the world for 
anything up to one mile. He has made 
a quarter in 48 seconds, which is re- 
garded by wheelmen as marvelous."

know that fielders have a code of signals 
like that used by ships that pass in the 
night.

He must not stand 
mute, for this would disconcert tbe first 
man by causing him to think that pos- 
sibly the second man had not heard his 
call. The second should rathe* call out 
several times to answer the first that he 
was heard and that there has been no 
change of mind on his part in regard to 
the one who is to do the catching. If 
these simple rules are followed, no acci- 
dents can result. Every player knows 
them and should feel in duty bound to 
use them.—New York Commercial Ad- 
vertiser.

Houses and Buildings Tossed 


Like Feathers. 


Seven Person* Known to Be Dead and a 


Great Many Hurt 


Fayett«vllle, Ark., May 234—The tor- 


nado which passed through a portion of 
northwestern Arkansas Friday night did 
immense damage to property and caused 
the death of at least seven persons. Re- 
ports of the destruction are coming in 
slottly, and it is reared that later de- 
tails will add other names to the death 
list. 
The storm came from the south- 


east, passing through the great fruit 
belt of the Quark region, and tore itc 
way through the southern end of Ben ton 
county, spending its force in the White 
river valley. 


Everything in its path was destroyed, 


the greatest damage being* done near 
Elm Springs, Lowell and' Mudtown, the 
latter place being entirely swept away. 
At Kim Springs, houses were blown 
down, orchards destroyed and stock 
killed. 
One man who had sought safety 


in a cellar was killed by falling timbers. 
The house 'blew away and the cellar was 
filled with debris. 
Two miles east of 


Elm Springs, a man named Killings- 
worth and his wife were killed. Their 
house was entirely destroyed, and they 
were crushed to death in the debris. 


A mile away a house occupied by an 


Italian family was wrecked and the in- 
mates were instantly killed. 
The res- 


idences of W. H. Holcomb and W. B. 
Pierson were destroyed. 
Twenty houses 


are reported blown away in the vicinity 
of Elm Springs, but detailB have not 
been received. 


The storm was less severe In Crawford 


county, but one 'life was lost near Fort 
Smith. A Mrs. Nesbitt died from fright 
while the gale was at its height. 
The 


home of W. S. Kimbrug near Spring- 
dale was blown down and Khnburg was 
instantly killed. 
Several other farm- 


houses were blown down near Spring- 
dale and six to eight persons were more 
or less Injured. Some damage was also 
done at I/swell, Rogers and Salmon 
Springs. 


Collar and Cuff Combine. 


New York, May 23.—A combination of 


six well-known concerns making collars, 
cuffs and shirts is in process of formation 
in Troy, and it is probable that public 
announcement of the completion of ar- 
rangements will be made within the next 
few days. 
The inventory of the com- 


bined stocks of the six concerns in the 
syndicate, it is estimated, will show an 
aggregate capital of about »16,000,000. 
Five firms have decided against the com- 
bination. 
Therefore the syndicate will 


not be a trust exactly, but it will be a 
powerful combination. 


It is estimated that th« combination 


will effect an annual economy of more 
than $1,500,000 in operating expenses. 
Under the combination one factory will 
be devoted to white shirts, another to 
colored shirts, a third to women's waists, 
collars and cuffs, and still another will 
produce men's collars and cuffs ex- 
clusively.

HIS WORK KXDEL*. 


Death of KMward Bellamy, Author of 


"Looking Backward." 


Springfield, Mass., May 23.—Death has 


ended the career of Edward Bellamy, 
the writer and economist, the close tak- 
ing place in Chicopee Falls Sunday. 
He had been in feeble health ever since 
he finished his "Equality" eight months 
ago. Indeed long before it was done he 
had the most significant warnings that 
his energies were being undermined, al- 
though it was not till August that his 
physicians definitely told him that one 
of his .lungs was affected. At the earn- 
est solicitations of his physicians and 
family he resolved to try the effect of the 
Colorado climate, and in September last 
removed with his family to Denver. He 
received, however, little or no benefit 
from the change, and when he recognized 
that recovery was impossible he becaipe 
very anxious to get back to the home- 
stead, where he was born and where he 
had lived his entire life. His brothers 
went to Denver to help him realize this 
wish, and-on April 26, Just a month ago, 
brought Itfm back, very weak but very 
peaceful, to his old home. 


Mr. Bellamy was born on March 2Sf 
1850, and was the third son of Rev. R. K. 
Bellamy, for 35 years the pastor of the 
Baptist church at Chicopee Falls. After 
spending some time at Union college, he 
completed his education by a year of 
European travel and study, and by the 
study of law. He was at 21 years of age 
admitted to the bar of Hampden county. 
From the legal profession he went into 
Journalism, and for several years was 
assistant latter of the Springfield Union. 
From there he went to New fork city 
to accept a position as editorial writer 
on the New Tork Evening: Post, where 
he was engaged for about one year, when 
he returned to Springfield and in co- 
partnership with hla brother, C. J. Bel- 
lamy, started the Springfield Daily News. 


Meanwhfie he published several books. 


It was in 1888 that his famous -work, 
"looking Backward," was published, the 
sale of which up to the present time in 
over 450,000 copies in America, and prob- 
ably over half a million of copies have 
been sold in England and other coun- 
tries.

One of the wartime side lights is the 


patriotic jewelry fad. It ia raging most 
fiercely. In gold and silver and onamol 
enterprising and cunning artificers have 
worked out designs appropriate to various 
features of tho present unpleasantness.

these articleg. Women wear most of them, 
and so for them the larger part of the de- 
signs are worked out.

of Transportation. 


When Uncle Sam has work of impor- 


tance to be done, he looks over this big 
country and finds the one man of all hl9 
millions who can do it best. That is tha 
reason George B. Blanchard was asked to 
become chiof of transportation of the war 
department with the rank of brigadier 
general of volunteers. 
The man who fills

this office is virtually an assistant to tha 
secretary of war. He takes entire charge 
of the business of moving troops. 


AVhen the board of strategy recently de- 


cided to mobilize 60,000 militia volunteers 
at Chickamauga, it was to the chief of 
transportation that the order was first 
communicated, and on him rested the task 
of carrying out the order. 


Thoro can be no question as to Mr. 


Blanchard's ability. 
He knows more 


about the railroads, of this country thau 
any other man in it. If he didn't, ho 
TEOuld not have been chosen commissioner 
of the Joint Traffic association, an office 
which the United States supreme court is 
quite liable to decide is illegal. 


Though now a resident of New York, 


Mr. Blanchard is widely known in other 
parts of the country, for he spent many 
years in Chicago as commissioner of tha 
Central Freight association, an organiza- 
tion of eastern railroads having jurisdic- 
tion of tho middle east. When the Joint 
Traffic association was formed, two years 
ago, he was chosen as the best man for the 
more responsible position. He thtn went 
to New York, where he has since resided- 


Mr. Blanchard has been 40 years in rail- 


road service and has boon a student of con- 
ditions from the day be began in the work. 
For more than ten years he has been en- 
gaged In association work as a commis- 
sioner—labor which requires the most in- 
timate knowledge of conditions on each 
of the lines members of an organization. 
Of the lines of the east he is credited with 
having as ln-lmate acquaintance as each 
of the presidents has of the single line ho 
controls. Mr. Blanchard also has a repu- 
tation as a student of government as af- 
fecting railroad interests. He has written 
many articles on these lines, the most 
noted of which has just been completed 
as a thorough review of the pooling ques- 
tion. All have had wide circulation and 
have made a reputation for the author. 


If Mr. Blanchard protects tho interests 


of tho government with the samo care and 
vigilance as ho lias those of the railroad 
corporations and associations'with which 
he has been connected for more tban 40 
years, there will be no complaints of im- 
perfect arrangements for the transporta- 
tion of troops, and extortionate rates will 
not be tolerated. His appointment was 
undoubtedly lue to his intimate acquaint- 
ance with Vice President Hobart, Chaun- 
cey M. Depew, and President Thomson ol 
the Pennsylvania.

Gossip of the Coming Athletic Championship 


Meeting to Be Held In New York 


May 27 and 28. 


tCopyright, IS9S.] 


The intercollegiate athletic champion- 


ship meeting, which is to taka place on 
the 27th and 2Sth of this month at Berke- 
ley oval, Xew York, is looked forward 
to with exceptional interest this year 
not only because it is one of the most 
important athletic events of the college 
world, but also because several records 
that have stood for years are expected 
to be broken. The justification for this 
opinion is that at the games that have 
already been held at various colleges 
the athletes have done exceptionally 
well for so early in the season and in 
some cases have beaten the intercolle- 
giate records. 


One innovation is expected to affect 


favorably both the interest in the events 
and the attendance. The first day of 
the meet will not be devoted solely to 
bicycle races and preliminary heats of 
other events. There T4 ill be bicycle races 
on both days, and on both days the 
finals of some events will take place. 


Besides the regular field and track 


contests the bicycle races to be held 
will comprise a quarter mile, a half 
mile, a one mile and a five mile, as 
well as a one mile for tandems. All 
races are to be unpaced. A time limit 
•nill be fixed by the referee, and if not 
reached the heat will be ridden the sec- 
ond time, and all those not making the 
time limit on the second attempt will 
be barred from the final heat. This 
rule will have the effect of doing away 
"v, ith the tendency so prevaTejrt^^espe- 
cially in bicycle races, to loaf until the 
last lap and then to rush for the tape, 
causing even the longer races to de- 
generate into virtual sprints. 


The short distance footr race contests 


are also looked forward to. with excep- 
tional interest because two" of thegreat- 
est runners ever known in this coun- 
try will undoubtedly "be the leaders. 
They are Wefers of Georgetown" uni- 
versity and Rush of Princeton. "Wefers 
is a New Englander, and Kush is a 
western man, so that it will be in real- 
ity a case of the east against the west 
in a. struffgle for supremacy in the 
matter of fast running. 


Wefers has the ideal build for a 


sprinter, whereas the westerner is not 
so tall and is stouter than his rival, 
more like the phenomenally fast run- 
ner John V. Crum, the lowan who 
startled the athletic world by his speed 
some few years ago. 
Both Rush and 


Wefers are in training for the 100 and 
220 yard championships. 


Last fall at the New Jersey Athletic 


club games at Madison Square Garden, 
Nev/ York, Rush beat Wefers in both 
the 30 find GO yard dashes and hopes to 
duplicate those victories in the open 
on the 27th and 28th of the present 
month. In the east Wefers is regarded 
as the probable winner of the events, 
but Rush has stated that he will make 
the effort of his life. 


Two other men who are regarded as 


having a chance in the two sprint 
events are Tewkesberry of the Univer- 
sity of Pennsylvania and Whittemore 
of Syracuse university. 


Whittemore is a dark horse. Last 


year he got third place in the events, 
and his abilities this year are as yet 
undetermined.

While, as will be remembered by 
those who take an interest in such mat- 
ters, there were a number of meetings 
during the last track campaign where 
the purses in the aggregate amounted 
to over $50,000, a large majority of them 
did not amount to over $1,000, and In 
many cases the total did not exceed 
$500.

Colored Man Badly Cut In 


Williamstown Sunday 


Morning. 


FOUR MEN PLACED UNDER ARREST 


Two of Whom Were Lodged in the 


Local Lockup for Safety. Theo. 


dore Parsons at the Hospital 


Where He May Recover. 


A stabbing affray which may be fol- 


lowed by fatal results took place in Wil- 
liamstown early Sunday morning, the 
parties to the affair being colored men. 
Theodore Parsons, better known "Tode1' 
Parsons, was badly slashed, and Jerry 
Wilson was cut on the neck. The row 
took place on the Sand Springs road be- 
tween 4 and 5 o'clock in the morning- 
Henry Walker, who lives on that road' 
was awakened by angry voices and saw a 
party of colored people composed of 
Shree men, a woman and a girl passing 
by. The men were talking angrily, and 
Mr. Walker heard Parsons say, "Shoot if 
you want." The answer was, "I haven't 
jot anything to shoot with." 
Parsons 


;hen started on followed by the others. 
A few minutes later Parsons came run- 
ning back alone and staggered on to the 
Walker porch asking to be taken to a doc- 
tor's. He was covered with blood and Mr. 
Walker hastened to find Dr. Lloyd, leav- 
ing the wounded man on the steps. At 
Dr. Lloyd's he fonnd Parson's daughter, a 
girl of 14 or 15, who was one of the party, 
and who had also come to seek aid for her 


Deputy Sheriff Richards was called out 


and with Constable Utman proceeded to' 
Pownal, Vt., where they found the cul- 
prits at the house of Jerry Wilson, who 
had been named as one of the party. The 
other man was Jeffrey Jones and the 
woman was Mrs. Johnson, both of Wil- 
liamstown. Wilson and Jones consented 
to be brought back to this state and were 
lodged in the Williamstown lockup. The 
woman, however, was obstinate and 
would not come. At about 1 o'clock Con- 
stables Dunfrey and Fairweather arrested 
two other colored men a mile north of 
Williamstown village as drunk and per- 
haps knowing something of the affair. 
One was the husband of the Mrs. Johnson 
mentioned. 


Parsons was brought to the hospital in 


this city. He received several cats, one 
around the left arm severing the -liga- 
ments, others in the arm-pit and back. 
He was weak from the loss of blood when 
he arrived and what the result of his 
injuries will be cannot be stated, but he 
is reported to>e holding his own and will 
probably recover. He is about 35 year8 
old and is the son of Abraham Parsons; 
who is widely known as "Abe Hunter." 


On learning of the serious condition of 


Parsons Sheriff Richards brought Wilson 
and Jones to the police station in this 
city Sunday night to be sure of their safe 
keeping, and they were taken to Wil- 
liemstown this morning for a hearing be- 
fore Judge Tenney. 


It is said that the quarrel grew out of 


the fact that Parsons did not want his 
daughter to accompany the party to 
Pownal, whither they were going, and 
tried to keep her back by force. The af- 
fair" created great excitement in Wil- 
liamstown.

Hold the Philippines. 


Should the United States adopt a 


colonial policy? 
Rev. W. L. Tenney 


thinks we should,land delivered a lecture 
on the subject at the Congregational 
church Sunday evening. His reason was 
that the establishment of colonies is only 
another step towards the destiny which 
seems ma rked out for the nation. He 
showed how in all the history of the 
United States each great event has been 
in the line of the development of freedom, 
and that we have now reached the point 
where we may fight for the freedom of 
others, to extend to the world the bless- 
ings we have already secured for our. 
selves. 
There are only three ways of dis- 


posing 
of 
the 
Philippines, which 


the 
fortunes 
of 
war 
have 


thrust upon us. We may return them to 
Spain when the latter gives up Cuba. 
But this is to allow the same barbarity 
against which we are fighting for Cuba to 
continue without protest, simply because 
the Philippines are, farther away. We 
may turn the islands over to some Euro- 
pean nation already possessing colonies. 
But there are grave international compli- 
cations in the way of this. Or we may 
hold the Philippines as an American col- 
ony till the inhabitants are educated to 
the point of self government. 


Mr. Tenney called attention to the need 


of the country of maintaining an army 
and navy in proportion to its wealth and 
strength, in order to secure its position 
among nations as the exponent of free- 
dom. 
He expressed the belief that this 


extension of our national idea would 
cause a union with Great Britain which 
would result in the spread of Anglo-Sax- 
on civilization thonghont the world.
